They said some 600 area high school students and teachers have already accepted 
invitations to attend the event.

Seven European experts will be among the featured speakers at a two-day con¬ 
ference on problems of doing business within the European Common Market to be held 
at George Washington University's Lisner Auditorium in i^ashington, D. C., on April 
8-9. 

The conference is being Jointly sponsored by the university's National Law 
Center and Commerce Clearing House, Inc., Chicago legal publisher. 

The conference will be split into four panel sessions, each of idiich will be 
devoted to discussions of practical problems facing American businessmen in dealing 
within the Common Market. 

The opening session will feature talks directed toward the establishment of a 
business within the Common Market. Two officials from the Comnon Market’s staff in 
Brussels will speak—Paul Leleux of the Legal Services CffLce and Ernst Wohlfarth, 
Legal Advisor to the Council of the EEC. Also participating in the session will be 
Jean Blondeel of the Paris office of Cleary, Gottlieb, Steen & Hamlltonj Michael 
G. Dueir of the Chase Manhattan Bank, and T. E. Breuton of Brown Brothers Harriman & 
Company, New York banker. Jack Sundelson of the Ford Motor Compary will moderate 
the session.
